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Better Look Now 


T’S all right to look now. You won’t embarrass 

anybody. The fight in California is on the 
sports pages, and on the front pages. It’s in the 
press box, on the backstretch, in the club house, 
and upstairs in the offices. Even if you don’t 
look you can hear the scuffling, the impact of the 
blows, and the heartfelt grunts of pain and anger. 

For quite a while it was largely a running bat- 
tle, with a great deal of footwork and very little 
making with the fists, except for an occasional 
haymaker which looped through a long trajectory 
without finding its target. But now that Holly- 
wood Park has opened, the infighting has begun, 
if not the actual eye-gouging. 

A recent episode of this infighting got into the 
newspapers. It seems that William P. Kyne, who 
operates the Bay Meadows track at San Mateo, 
near San Francisco, and would like to see a new 
track at Puente, near Los Angeles, started into the 
press box at Hollywood Park and was barred. 
The management of the southern California track 
doesn’t like the methods by which Mr. Kyne gains 
the good will of the press, or his supposed motives 
therefor. This caused quite a journalistic stir, 
and the California newspapers, including those 
in Los Angeles, have thrown a good many hard 
punches into the tender plexus of Hollywood Park. 

In the San Francisco Chronicle of November 9 
Russ Newland had a “story,” the four-column 
heading of which was: “Turf Writers Gird 
Paunches for Knock-Down, Drag-Out Brawl With 
Snooty Hollywood Park Track Officials!” Said 
Mr. Newland: 

Turf writers covering the current race meeting at 
Hollywood Park, just outside of Los Angeles, are 
getting ready for a knock-down, drag ‘em out battle 
with the operators of the track... 

The hoss experts, at least most of them, think they 
are being shoved around unnecessarily by certain 
Turf Club officials, who they say, have adopted a 
high handed and arbitrary position in their relations 
with them ... the writers claim they are not even 
extended the privilege of controlling their own press 


As a result of the conditions, the turf reporters

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are making plans to organize the California Turi 


Writers’ Foundation . . . funds for the foundation will 
be derived from a “day” to be given it by a race 
track . . . the track is NOT Hollywood Park, nor 


nearby Santa Anita . . . Bay Meadows is the track 
and its nationally prominent general manager, Wil- 
liam P. Kyne, already has promised the foundation 
organizers the profits of one day at the Northern 
California plant's meeting next spring. 

Incidentally, out of town newsmen were informed 
of a new Hollywood Park policy inaugurated with 
this meeting . . . when requests were sent in for 
the usual courtesy season books, the reply came 
back that tickets would be left at the box office for 
any day desired upon written applications ... This 
upset a turf tradition as old as the hills and there are 
some blazing mad sports writers and news execu- 
tives around the State. ... 


To the best of our knowledge, however, Holly- 
wood Park never has rejected any publicity favor- 
able to the track... 

(The strings of periods ... are Mr. Newland’s 
punctuation, and do not represent material omit- 
ted from the quotation.) 

THE BLoop-Horse, of course, is not a party to 
the—the discussion in California. The issues are 
already complicated enough, and bitterly enough 
contended, without the intervention of “outsid- 
ers.” But it is not improper to call attention to 
a dangerous situation as plain as a declared war. 

It is reminiscent of the dimly remembered 
stories we used to read in the thrillers of our 
knee-pants days, of boys fighting in the alley, and 
the fight ending with: “Cheese it! The cops!” It 
is reminiscent, to those who can remember that 
far, of Edward Corrigan and his adversaries in 
the battle for Chicago’s racing patronage. It is 
reminiscent of the brawling and overexploitation 
which early in this century forfeited the public 
respect for racing and reduced the sport to the 
state of a whining, devious outcast. 

Somebody should tap the California Turf on 
the shoulder and remind it that the voters are 
looking right at it. They don’t like brawls. They 
don’t have too much dignity themselves, on mat- 
ters like this. Whether you were right or wrong 
in the first place, they’re likely to walk over and 
kick you in the pants.

HE first mare in the ring was passed out with- 
out a bid. The second brought $100. The 
third failed to bring an offer. 

At this stage there may have been a fleeting 
suspicion in some minds that, after all, the new 
Breeders’ Sales Company, for the first time con- 
ducting the mixed Lexington Fall Sales in its auc- 
tion center at the Keeneland Race Course, may 
have made a mistake in specifying the minimum 
prices ($50 for weanlings, $100 for older horses) 
for which it would sell Thoroughbreds with regis- 
tration papers. 

If there were such doubts, they were short- 
lived. It was soon apparent that a new standard 
had been established, and that no one was going 
to miss the $25 and $50 bids which used to con- 
stitute, even in times of strong markets, a princi- 
pal part of the action in the country’s largest 
mixed sale of Thoroughbreds. 

The market was much stronger than it had 
been when the Breeders’ Sales Company held its 
record-breaking sale of “Saratoga” yearlings in 
midsummer. Prices were beyond comparison with 
any similar auction ever held. 

They might have been a bit higher but for the 
fact that the catalogues, which had gone into 
the mails about two weeks before the sale, failed, 
in most instances, to reach the addressees. The 
company’s offices were kept busy answering tele- 
grams and long distance calls from anguished cus- 
tomers imploring, “Just tell me somebody who 
might have a catalogue I can borrow right quick, 
so I can send in some bids.” Most of those who 
did send bids found the market had moved off 
and left them. 

In the first two sessions of selling (the last 
three will be reported next week) 130 head were 
sold for $306,550, almost as much as was realized 
for the entire 587 lots disposed of in the Lexing- 
ton Fall Sales of last November. 


Monday Afternoon, November 13 


HE first session was made up of broodmares 
and weanlings. The 55 mares brought a total 
of $163,750, average $2,977. Seventeen weanlings 
sold for $20,850, average $1,226. Last November 
136 broodmares had averaged $329; 52 weanlings, 
$347 
Principal consignment was a draft of 16 mares 
from Samuel D. Riddle’s Faraway Farm stud at 
Lexington, most of them carrying the tremendous- 
ly successful Man o’ War blood. They brought 
$91,450, average $5,716. Prices for these ranged 
up to $22,500, for the young Man o’ War mare 
War Flower, in foal to *Heliopolis. The bidding 
on this mare, which raced only once and whose 
oldest offspring is a yearling filly by Trace Call, 
engaged perhaps a dozen breeders, the contenders 
into the higher brackets including Greentree Sta- 
ble, Allen T. Simmons, Pat O’Neill (for A. C.

Eddie Anderson, better known to his radio, 
stage, and screen audience as Rochester, joined 
the ranks of Thoroughbred owners several years 
ago with the purchase of Burnt Cork, a colt by 
Mr. Bones that won the Prairie State Stakes at 
two and placed in other stakes at two and three.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


IMLICO’S schedule for the week of November 

6 to 11 called for three stakes, but it was 
necessary to split the Sagamore, run November 
6, into two divisions when it appeared a very 
large number of 2-year-olds were to be entered. 
Calumet Farm’s filly Twosy won the first divi- 
sion, Mrs. P. A. B. Widener’s colt Polynesian the 
second division. Twosy became the fifth stakes 
winner sired by Bull Lea, Polynesian the first for 
the young Elmendorf stallion Unbreakable. 

On the next day at the Maryland course Chance 
Play’s son Harford proved the sturdiest of the 
three male-line descendants of Fair Play that 
divided the 15%%-mile Bowie Handicap between 
_ them. The Maryland-bred New Moon accounted 
for his second stakes in the six furlongs of the 
Ritchie Handicap on the week-end, as he defeated 
Cassis by a neck after making a powerful rush 
in the final eighth. 


New York’s Victory Meeting of nine days at 
Belmont Park opened on November 6 with the 
one-day United Hunts meeting. Mrs. Esther du 
Pont Weir’s *Burma Road, already victor in the 
Grand National Steeplechase Handicap, perform- 
ed the difficult feat of winning the Temple 
Gwathmey in the same year by beating the best 
jumpers in the country, including the favored 
Rouge Dragon and the unlucky Elkridge. Jockey 
Ted Atkinson’s brilliant riding during the Victory 
Meeting netted him 16 more wins in his effort 
to remain leading jockey of the year. At the end 
of the week the Canadian reinsman had booted in 
a total of 263 winners so far in 1944. On Novem- 
ber 8 he had five firsts and on Armistice Day 
four, while Bobby Permane, his nearest rival, 
brought in the other three winners of the holiday 
program. 

Two of Atkinson’s victories on the week-end 
were aboard fillies belonging to Col. C. V. Whit- 
ney, the 2-year-old Recce, by “Mahmoud, winner 
of the $10,000 Nellie Morse purse at a mile, and 
Peace Chance’s 3-year-old daughter Big Push, 
winner of a Grade B handicap. Recce’s dam, 
Schwester, is a full sister of the great Equipoise. 
(Recce—pronounced Recky—is military slang for 
reconnaissance. ) 


Rockingham Park concluded six weeks of its 
seven-week program on November 11, when Cas- 
tleman finally won a stakes in New England by 
a nose in the Armistice Day Handicap, in which 
he set all the pace. The New Hampshire Jockey 
Club session brings New England racing for the 
year to a close on November 18. 


Churchill Downs concluded its regular meeting 
of 13 days, which had been preceded by six days 
for war relief, on November 11, the last racing in 
1944 for Kentucky. The 3-year-old Sirius got up 
in the closing strides to beat his contemporary 
Challenge Me a head in the closing day stakes, 
the $5,000 added Cherokee Park Handicap, at 1%6 
miles. A total of $7,426,084 was bet during the 
19 days, a daily average of $390,847. 


Racing also ended for 1944 in Illinois, as Sports- 
man’s Park ran off six days of racing for war re- 
lief following the regular 16-day program. The 
7-year-old Cherry Trifle, a gelding by Question- 
naire—Cherry Tart, by Dominant, bred by the 
Greentree Stable, was much the best in the 1%. 
miles of the $3,000 Davis Walsh Handicap, run in 
the mud.

Identification in Mexico 


The Hipodromo de las Americas is establishing 
a Thoroughbred identification bureau similar to 
the one in operation for the New York tracks. 
All horses racing at the Mexico City course are 
being photographed and their markings must 
tally with the registration certificates issued by 
The Jockey Club, according to Bruno Pagliai, 
president of the Hipodromo, who is supervising 
the installation of the system. 

Both front and side views of horses at the track 
are being photographed and reproduced on one 
side of cards which will have the pedigree, identi- 
fication marks, and other data listed on the re- 
verse side. Another set of indexed cards will con- 
tain physical data of the horses reported by the 
track veterinarians, who will check each entry in 
the morning before the race for temperature, 
heart, and respiration, eye and nose infection, and 
general physical condition. In the paddock before 
their races horses must be identified by the par- 
ticulars on their cards and they will not be al- 
lowed to start if they show signs of soreness or 
unsoundness. 


W.M. C. O. K. 


Hollywood Park is living up to its agreement 
to use only non-essential manpower, according 
to a statement issued November 9 by H. R. Har- 
nish, director of the California War Manpower 
Commission. Everyone employed at the Ingle- 
wood race course was cleared through the United 
States Employment Service and found not to be 
essential to war production, the official said. Mr. 
Harnish also complimented the American Federa- 
tion of Labor organizations represented by groups 
working at Hollywood Park for complying with 
the salary ceiling set for the meeting. 


Florida-Bred 


One of the first horses to gallop over Gulf- 
stream Park’s course, reopened recently, was the 
Florida-bred Smooth Gallop, a 2-year-old colt by 
the Hard Tack stallion Stormscud out of the Insco 
mare Cendrillon, which was foaled at Stefan H.

This has little, if anything, to do with his de- 
feat by Twilight Tear; as a matter of fact it was 
on the fire before that race was run. Devil Diver, 
as everybody knows by now, has a badly formed 
heel on his right fore foot—it is flat instead of 
coneave, and is thus readily bruised. It stopped 
him for the Suburban this year, and it has inter- 
rupted his training in his three previous seasons. 
But right now it’s in better condition than it 
usually is at the end of a season, and with the 
winter to rest in, it ought to be still better next 
spring. If so, horse players in New York—to 
whom Devil Diver is one of the few horses not 
named Number 4—may again see some of the 
stunning speed he exhibited this year in the To- 
boggan and Metropolitan, under a feather of 134 
pounds in each case. 

Had the decision to keep him in training been 
reached earlier, Devil Diver’s history might have 
been a bit different. He was trained for the long- 
er races at the end of the season largely because, 
with retirement in prospect and with the horse 
well and sound, it seemed he might as well run in 
them, though nobody thinks he is a_ two-mile 
horse. They may have dulled him a little, or 
maybe it is just coincidence that his trainer, John 
Gaver, is advocating as the feature of next fall’s 
Belmont Park meeting, a race for 4-year-olds and 
up, under allowances, at four and three-sixteenths 
furlongs, to be run up the Widener chute. 


End of a Jumper 


HE veteran steeplechaser Good Chance, a top 
’chasing contender since 1937, came to his last 
jump at Pimlico November 7. It was the more 
unfortunate in that Good Chance lacked only one 
turn of the Pimlico infield of exchanging the bugle 
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for the hunting horn; had he got over the course 
he was to be retired to Paul Mellon’s Rokeby 
Farm in northern Virginia, and used only for 
hunting. But coming to the Liverpool in front of 
the grandstand, Good Chance took off too soon, 
crashed heavily through the brush, and landed 
short of the edge of the water. His fore legs 
slipped down the bank, throwing him heavily on 
his left shoulder and shattering it hopelessly. 

He was going along easily in front when it hap- 
pened, and had been taking the jumps with the 
practiced ease his nine years of steeplechasing 
contention had given him; his connections could 
not remember that he had fallen more than two 
or three times before. 

An 11-year-old son of Chance Shot—Sundina, 
by *Sun Briar, Good Chance was bred by the late 
J. E. Widener, and won on the flat at two. He 
Was put to steeplechasing at three, and at four 
won his first steeplechase stakes, the Battleship 
Steeplechase at Laurel Park. He has been among 
the leading jumpers ever since, and when he went 
down at Pimlico in front of a fairly good field, he 
was still carrying top weight. 


Notes and Addenda 


at Belmont Park on United Hunts 
Day, Noverber 6, was Lt. G. H. (Pete) Bost- 
wick. One of the most accomplished amateur 
horsemen of his day—trainer, flat and steeple- 
chase rider, polo player, driver, owner, and breed- 
er—he has been put in the mechanized cavalry. 

Losing his rider at an early jump in the Temple 
Gwathmey Steeplechase November 6, Mrs. F. Am- 
brose Clark’s Invader took a jump or two with 
the field, then went out on the main track via the 
Widener chute, and eventually made his way into 
the stable area, eluded the men at the entrance 
gate of that section, and toured east on Hemp- 
stead Turnpike. He was finally captured some- 
where in the neighborhood of Franklin Square, 
and ran again at Pimlico November 11. 

In the first race at Pimlico November 7, the 11- 
year-old Conquer forced the early pace and at one 
stage got the lead. He was passed in the stretch 
by the 12-year-old Misrule, which fought it out 
gamely but was just beaten by the 9-year-old 
Cash O Boy, which was lucky to get through be- 
tween horses. What this proves is not clear, 
unless it is that youth will be served. 


Getaway Day 


N amazing crowd of 36,500 people showed up 

at Jamaica for the last day of the Empire 
City meeting, and bet a modest $593,708 on the 
Westchester Handicap. The important news of 
the day was that the New York record for the 
daily double, which suffers quite a lot, was again 
broken, but the Westchester was an interesting 
race too. Seven Hearts, a good-sized, rather leg- 
gy, but strong-quartered colt, gave away a few 
lengths by racing pretty well out all the way, but 
he drew away at the end. 

The best race, however, was run by Hirsch 
Jacobs’ charge, Stymie, by Equestrian. He had 
his head sidewise at the start, and caught himself 
in the gate, getting away something like a dozen 
lengths back of the next horse. Bobby Permane 
let him pick up the lost ground gradually, and he 
was just getting up to the trailers on the far turn. 
He tried to get through on the inside, got blocked, 
was eased out of trouble, and went to the inside 
again in the stretch and got in close quarters. 
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SIRE LINE 


BLESS ME comes of a sire line predominant in America, England and other countries. 
His sire, *Sickle, was leading sire in America in 1936 and 1938, and his get in this country 
alone, exclusive of England and France, etc., have won very close to two million dollars. 
*Sickle’s brother, *Pharamond II, likewise has been notably successful in the United States, 
and his half-brother, Hyperion, is not only England’s greatest living sire but one of the 
greatest England has produced. Back to Bend Or through the successive steps of *Sickle, 
Phalaris, Polymelus, Cyllene and Bona Vista, BLESS ME has an ancestry rich in outstanding 


successful sires. 
FEMALE LINE 

BLESS ME traces in tail female line to *Macaroon, one of the foundation mares of Mr. 
E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stud, thence back to a mare by Matchem of a family which has 
produced for Mr. Bradley such stakes winning mares as Batter Cake, Baba Kenny, Bee 
Mac, Beanie M and Betty Beall. *Macaroon’s daughter, Batter Cake, won the Cincinnati 
Trophy at two and was half-sister to Betty Beall, who is the dam of Baba Kenny and Beanie 
M, both of whom won the Matron and other stakes. (Baba Kenny also is the dam of Bee 
Mac). Batter Cake’s daughter, Breakfast Bell, by Black Toney (half-sister to several stakes 
winners), was a consistent performer in four years of racing, winning stakes at Saratoga 
and Belmont Park, and then producing Buginarug. Buginarug, due to an injured hip raced 
only at three and from six starts won three and was twice third racing against the best of her 
age in the East. Her first foal was BLESS ME. She has since produced the winner Bit of 
Sugar, and this year’s outstanding 3-year-old, By Jimminy, winner of the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes, the Shevlin, Dwyer, Travers and the American Derby, setting a new record for the 
race. Thus to *Sickle, Buginarug produced Bless Me and to *Sickle’s full brother, *Phara- 
mond II, she produced By Jimminy. It will be noted that Buginarug has two close crosses 
to Black Toney, one of the greatest tributaries of the rich source of Domino blood in this 
country. She is by a grandson of Black Toney out of a daughter of Black Toney. 


RACING PERFORMANCE 


BLESS ME, a grand individual, was a top race horse. He made six starts at two, won 
four and was placed in the other two. He won at Saratoga, at Belmont (beating First Fid- 
dle and Wait A Bit) and at Laurel (beating Vagrancy). In the Walden Stakes at Pimlico he 
was beaten only a neck by Alsab. Regarding this race the chart said: 

“Bless Me kept close to the leaders, moved up readily near last turn, came up on 
inside, was bothered slightly, recovered quickly, went to outside and finished a neck 
back of Alsab, wearing him down at every stride.” 

At three, Bless Me won the Saranac Handicap easily by four lengths, mile in 1:37. He 
won another race at Saratoga by six lengths, mile in 1:3745. He won a three-quarter race at 
this age, defeating the 4-year-old Harvard Square, in 1:1125, and was second, beaten a neck 
— Handicap, giving the winner ten pounds, finishing ahead of Devil Diver, mile in 

While training for the Arlington Classic Bless Me worked 1% miles at Suffolk 
Downs in 1:49%5, his fractions for the mile being :46%, 1:0945 and 1:3545. 

At four Bless Me won the Frontier Handicap at Detroit, 14% miles, beating Bon Jour, 
Col. Teddy, Amber Light and Some Man. He won the Gen. Doolittle Handicap, carrying top 
weight, 34 in 1:1025, also won another 34 race by six lengths, giving 8 to 16 pounds to each 
of the other starters. In his entire career of 22 starts, Bless Me won ten races, was second 
in four and third in two.

Before Calumet Farm’s Twosy joined the ranks 
of stakes winners by accounting for the first divi- 
sion of the Sagamore Stakes, another daughter of 
Bull Lea went to the post for her first start as 
even-money favorite in a maiden race for 2-year- 
old filligs.

In 1942, when the Maryland Jockey Club 
changed the Sagamore from a handicap to an al- 
lowance race, Calumet Farm’s Ocean Wave won 
the event, his only stakes victory at two. Last 
year the race was not carded. 

In the first split of the 1944 Sagamore, the colt 
War Jeep, with a formidable record behind him, 
went to the post favorite at odds of 9 to 10; Two- 
sy was second choice at nearly 4 to 1; Great 
Power, which ran War Jeep to a dead heat in the 
Remsen Handicap at Jamaica, was third choice 
at 5 to 1. The 16-to-1 outsider Potsey was first 
away from the gate, pursued by Great Power, 
Twosy, and War Jeep. The early pacemaker soon 
faded and Great Power moved up for a command- 
ing lead around the turn, but he was unable to 
deny the bid of Twosy as she skimmed along the 
rail into the final straight. War Jeep, however, 
was right after her and appeared the winner until 
he began bearing out near the furlong pole. 
Jockey Albert Snider straightened the colt out in 
the last yards, but his deviation was costly, as 
Twosy beat him a nose. Two lengths back Great 
Power finished third, five lengths before Milk- 
stone.

The open- 
ing on the rail permitted Kewey Dee to slip 
through, but he could not catch the leader, which 
won by a length and a half. The Doge held on 
for the show award, a head behind Kewey Dee 
and a head before Ace Card. The latter finished 
three lengths in front of Bymeabond. The time 
for the quarter and half in both divisions was the 
same, but Twosy’s final time was a fifth of a sec- 
ond faster than Polynesian’s.

Discov- 
ery (by Display), a grandson of Fair Play, was 
represented by Lord Calvert, second to Harford in 
the Grayson, while American Flag, by Fair Play’s

most distinguished son Man o’ War, had his son 
Momo Flag slated as a starter. 

The withdrawal of Some Chance, because of a 
rapped ankle he hich developed a slight fever, left 
three of the Fair Plays and they dominated the 
finish of the race. Chance Play’s other son Har- 
ford then became post favorite at 3 to 2. The 3- 
year-old *Challenger II filly Dare Me, seven- 
lengths winner of the muddy Maryland Handicap 
at Laurel Park, in which Twilight Tear ran 
fourth, was second choice at 5 to 2. 

The extreme outsider High Command led past 
the stands in the early running, but gave up the 
lead to Dare Me on the far side, and dropped back 
gradually. Momo Flag and Lord Calvert were 
closest to Dare Me as she paced the field into the 
far turn, where Harford began his forward rush, 
only to find himself in close quarters approaching 
the stretch. Nick Jemas then took the Chance 
Play gelding to the outside for a drive past Dare 
Me, Momo Flag, and the leading Lord Calvert to 
win by half a length. Lord Calvert wound up the 

same distance before Momo Flag, while the latter 
beat Dare Me a neck. Momo Flag’s performance 

was impressive, as it was the first occasion for 
him to display his stamina after starring in the 
Narragansett Endurance Handicap Series against 
selling platers. 

Harford’s climb up the success ladder began in 
races at the longer distances this fall. He was 
acquired at the Garden State Park meeting by his 
present owner Miss Ruth McClanaghan, of Wash- 
ington, who received after the running of the race 
a huge trophy from Carter Bowie, a descendant of 
Maryland’s Gov. Oden Bowie (a president of the 
Maryland Jockey Club), for whom the stakes was 
named.

The Ivish-bred, Irish-trained *Burma Road be- 
came the third jumper to win both the Grand Na- 
tional and Temple Gwathmey Steeplechase Handi- 
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caps in the same year. Previously Are Light, in 
1929, and “Cottesmore, in 1940, accomplished the 
feat. In its 20 prior runnings the Temple Gwath- 
mey was about 2'% miles, but the distance was in- 
creased to about three miles for the 1944 renewal. 

As Ossabaw assumed a command of three 
lengths, which he was to hold the first two miles, 
Invader fell and tossed his rider at the first fence. 
Rouge Dragon and Elkridge were closest to the 
pace, under stout reserve, while Parma brought 
up the rear.

another during the running. Sollure and Adroit 
became locked in such a destructive pacemaking 
duel at the break that they eliminated themselves 
as they reached the far turn, where Cassis and 
Challamore moved around them for another battle 
carrying on into the stretch. Cassis seemed to be 
so much the master of the situation in the final 
stages that his rider Nick Wall appeared unaware 
that Johnny Gilbert was rushing New Moon up 
between horses for all he was worth. In the last 
few strides New Moon collared Cassis, when it 
was too late for Wall to rally and the Discovery 
colt drove over the finish line a neck in front. A 
length back of Cassis Challamore safely held on 
for the show award, two lengths before Edemgee. 
The winner was a 5-to-1 third choice. 

New Moon’s only other stakes victory was also 
at Pimlico, where he won the Baltimore Spring 
Handicap this year. This season he also ran sec- 
ond in the Jennings and Camden Handicaps, third 
in the Harford and Roseben Handicaps. Alto- 
gether he has started 41 times, won ten races, 
finished second 13 times, third eight times, and 
has earned $43,365.

Melbourne Cup 


N NOVEMBER 11 a throng estimated at 100,- 

000 persons gathered at the famous Fleming- 
ton course at Melbourne, Australia, to watch the 
two-mile Melbourne Cup, the southern hemis- 
phere’s most famous horse race. Twenty-three 
horses went to the post, and three furlongs from 
home the favorite, Richard Turnbull’s 4-year- 
old Sirius, came out of the pack to take the lead 
and score a half-length victory over the 6-year- 
old gelding Peter, son of the Australian Peter 
Pan. Third, a length and a half farther back, 
was the outsider Cellini, by Ornamentation. 

Closing at 3 to 1 after a steady run of back- 
ing by Australia’s eager bettors and the visiting 
members of the American armed forces, Sirius 
provided the racing public with one of its most 
satisfactory triumphs of recent years over the 
bookmakers. But early in the race another well 
played horse, the 3-year-old San Martin, winner 
of this year’s Victoria Derby, broke a hind leg 
and had to be destroyed. The time for the two 
miles was 3:24%, comparatively slow. 

Richard Turnbull, owner of the winner, is chair- 
man of the Victoria Racing Club, which offers the 
Melbourne Cup. The colt was ridden by Darby 
Munro, ablest veteran among Australia’s jockeys. 

The totalizator handled £210,018, a new Aus- 
tralian record. 

The winner is a chestnut horse by the Irish- 
bred Enfield, a son of Winalot, by Son-in-Law. 
Enfield, one of the best stayers of his time in 
England, raced under the colors of the American 
owner Marshall Field. The dam of Sirius is 
North Star, by the English-bred Sunstar horse 
Great Star, second dam Martian Princess, by 
Martian.

IRCH ROD disappointed me in 1939; in 16 
starts he was able to win but three overnight 
races, and he was twice second and third, earning 
$4,050. Double Back was another headache; fail- 
ing to measure up she was weeded out. A 3-year- 
old in the stable named Dr. Whinny, a bay gelding 
by Jamestown—Kawa, by Trap Rock, was decid- 
edly useful, winning eight races and earning 
$6,980, a marked improvement over his first sea- 
son when he won but one race and earned but 
$1,180. 

The stakes winners in the stable were confined 
to three, Eight Thirty, Rosetown, and Spanked. 
The reputation of the stud however suffered no 
loss of prestige through the stakes victories of 
Grass Cutter and Specify in other ownership. 

Spanked was a bay filly by Jamestown—Slap- 
stick, by Broomstick. She can be dismissed with 
the statement that in nine starts she won once, 
was thrice third, earning $3,485. She selected the 
proper place to graduate from the maiden ranks 
—in the Rosedale Stakes at Jamaica, April 22. 
Bert Mulholland had started her a week before in 
a maiden race for fillies which was won by Wil- 
liam Ziegler’s Pilot Biscuit, with Spanked fifth. 
The race improved her and with Wright up she 
broke smartly, rushed into a lead of four lengths 
which she maintained throughout, winning by 
that distance from Rancho’s Girl. In the beaten 
field was the Foxcatcher Farm’s Fairy Chant, 
destined to gain material renown in this and the 
two following racing seasons. 

Rosetown was also a daughter of Jamestown, 
but she was a chestnut, out of the *Chicle mare 
Rosebloom, a mare Mr. Widener had purchased 
as a yearling in 1933 for $4,000. Of all the fillies 
I trained for Mr. Widener, Rosetown had the best 
constitution. Her disposition at times left some- 
thing to be desired, but she had the best of legs 
and feet, her soundness was one of her best as- 
sets. She started in 11 races at two and was par-

ticularly consistent, winning five races, finishing 
second in five, and once unplaced, earning $9,010, 
She began early at Havre de Grace in the first 
race on opening day and finished second to the 
colt Cockerel. Foxcatcher Farm’s Star Galla 
whipped her at Belmont Park a month later. Five 
days after this Bert saddled Rosetown and Thorn 
Apple, another daughter of Jamestown (she was 
out of that good producer Last Straw and, like 
her dam, a chestnut in color). The entry was ex- 
pected to win, but Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Now 
What, destined to win the Astoria, Demoiselle, 
Arlington Lassie, and Spinaway Stakes, jumped 
up and beat Mr. Widener’s fillies, which finished 
second and third. Three days later Rosetown 
found a field she could whip, at Belmont at five 
furlongs. She won by five lengths from Scurry, 
Us was third, Piquet unplaced. A week later she 
won a purse at Delaware Park, beating Mac’s 
Canter a nose, with Johnnie J. third; her backers 
at evens had a few anxious moments. Rosetown 
then started in the Polly Drummond Stakes, 
which attracted a field of nine. She defeated all 
but the Brookmeade Stable’s Teacher, which 
Hugh Fontaine shipped down from Belmont Park. 
The daughter of Wise Counsellor—Stage Wait by 
Sir Martin came from behind to win by a length; 
Rosetown, second most of the way, lost some 
ground on the turn but closed well to finish sec- 
ond, and Arden Lass was third. The winner was 
a rather nice filly, later she won the Schuylerville, 
beating War Beauty, Little Risk, Miss Ferdinand, 
Piquet, and others. Rosetown joined the stakes 
winning brigade at Saratoga near the end of 
August in the Adirondack Handicap for 2-year- 
old fillies at six furlongs. Greentree Stable’s 
Piquet and Jack Keene’s Jeanne d’Arc, which had 
followed Now What home in the Spinaway, were 
preferred over Rosetown, but the daughter of 
Jamestown, following the early pace set by Gala 
Belle, answered when Richards called, passed the 
spent pacemaker, and went on to win by a length 
or more from Miss Ferdinand, with Piquet third. 
The value of the stakes was $4,800. 


Eight Thirty trained satisfactorily, I thought, 
that spring. Reports from Aqueduct stated 
Johnstown was working great guns, so I knew 
Jim Fitzsimmons would have the son of James- 
town ready when he was asked the question. 
Challedon was also doing well, and _ Louis 
Schaefer was said to be thoroughly satisfied with 
the son of *Challenger II, which had won three 
Futurities the previous autumn, the New Eng- 
land, Maryland, and Pimlico. Porter’s Mite had 
gone the way of most Futurity winners, having 
proved a disappointment in California. El Chico 
was reported to be very backward; he had not 
grown, nor put on weight, and his coat was still 
long. So it looked as if the early 3-year-old 
stakes lay among Johnstown, Challedon, and 
Eight Thirty. Eight Thirty was shipped to Bel- 
mont and entered in an overnight race at a mile 
and 70 yards run at Jamaica April 25. The field 
numbered four, Johnstown (120), Eight Thirty 
(116), Lovely Night (113), and War Moon (115). 
Johnstown, a winner at the meeting, closed at 1 to 
3 and his race justified the short price, at the fin- 
ish he was six lengths in front of Lovely Night in 
new track record time of 1:4045.

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Eight Thirty so readily was what disconcerted 
me. I was vaguely conscious Mr. Widener’s colt 
had fooled me, or rather I had fooled myself. 
However, on mature consideration, I decided to 
let Eight Thirty start in the Wood Memorial 
four days later. The public would have none of 
him and he went to the post at 15 to 1; Johns- 
town of course was a staunch favorite. T. M. 
Dorsett, trained by Johnny Theall, set the pace 
for six furlongs. Then Stout called on Johns- 
town and the race to all intents and purposes 
was over. Johnstown won by eight lengths from 
Volitant, and Impound was third. In last place 
and carrying the target was Eight Thirty. So 
Jim Fitzsimmons saddled his fourth consecutive 
winner of the Wood Memorial and Joyner went 
hunting for a hole to hide himself in and pull the 
hole in after him, if possible. I will say this 
for my friends—they stuck to me like burrs, and 
all agreed the race by Eight Thirty was too bad 
to be his real form. It was the worst race he 
ever ran in his life and I began to doubt my abil- 
ity to train a horse. I told my friends, “I have 
trained this colt all wrong. I will take him back 
to Erdenheim, turn him out on grass for a while, 
then take him up and start all over again. I 
doubt if you will see me before Saratoga.” 

So back we went to Erdenheim, Eight Thirty, 
Johnny Creevy, and I. I studied the matter care- 
fully on the way home, and I was determined if 
it were humanly possible to bring Eight Thirty 
back to the form he had displayed the year before. 
If I failed I was willing to admit my days of use- 
fulness as a trainer were over. In my mind my 
reputation as a trainer or what passed for a 
trainer was predicated on my ability to bring 
Eight Thirty back. The day after he got back to 
Erdenheim I gave Eight Thirty a “ball,” and 
when he had recovered from its effects I turned 
him out to grass. I took him up a week later and 
started to train him all over. He responded in 
a manner that led me to believe it would turn 
out all right—I began to sleep better, and began 
to answer civilly the questions asked me. 

Eight Thirty continued to train to my complete 
satisfaction and within a month after the Wood 
he was a different horse. In fact he came along 
so fast I determined to ship him to Delaware 
Park instead of waiting for Saratoga. He went 
to the post June 3, about six weeks after the 
Wood, in an allowance race at six furlongs. 
Under the conditions he got in with 112 pounds, 
and with Richards up won easily by a length and 
a half in 1:12%. I knew then Eight Thirty had 
rounded to. Two weeks later he started in a 
handicap at Delaware Park under 116 pounds at 
six furlongs, and showed he had come along the 
right way by winning at the expense of Nedayr 
and Masked General. 

A week later Johnny Creevy saddled him for 
the Kent, a handicap 1%. miles for which he 
carried 120 pounds. Challedon was top weight, 
126 pounds, and was favorite at 19 to 10; Sun 
Lover (117), Eight Thirty, Hash (118), Gilded 
Knight (121), Third Degree (116), and three 
others completed the field. 

To cut back for a minute, Johnstown followed 
up his victory in the Wood Memorial by winning 
the Kentucky Derby, was unplaced in the Preak- 
ness in the mud, then picked up the winning 
thread again and in succession won the Withers, 
Belmont and Dwyer Stakes. Challedon had fin- 
ished third in the Chesapeake Stakes, second in 
the Derby, won the Preakness in the mud, but 
Johnstown and Sun Lover finished in front of him 
in the Dwyer. 
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Sun Lover, owned by the Millsdale Stable and 
trained by Bill Wallace, had finished third in the 
Survivor Stakes and second in the Dwyer. Gilded 
Knight had won the Chesapeake and Survivor 
Stakes, had been second in the Preakness, fourth 
in the Withers, third in the Belmont. With the 
exception of Johnstown the Kent had attracted 
the best 3-year-olds in training. At the finish 
Eight Thirty was second, beaten a nose by Sun 
Lover, with Challedon third two lengths back. 
The race was not a true bill—Eight Thirty should 
have won. I watched the race closely and to my 
dying day I shall continue to assert Harry Rich- 
ards eased up and permitted Sun Lover to catch 
Eight Thirty in the last ten yards. I told this 
to Richards when the race was over. I am not 
trying to take anything away from Sun Lover or 
Bill Wallace, who trained his colt perfectly, but 
I do say if Richards had ridden Eight Thirty out,

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he would have won by open daylight. The time 
was good, 1:4445. 

Eight Thirty was unbeaten the rest of the year. 
A week after the Kent Handicap Johnny Creevy 
saddled him for the 1%-mile Diamond State 
Stakes, in which he carried 116 pounds. Only 
three opposed him, Gilded Knight (119), Day Off 
(116), and Affair (114). Arcaro took Day Off 
to the front with a rush, Richards kept Eight 
Thirty within hailing distance. The track was 
bad, and both were out in the middle of it. Gilded 
Knight moved into second place, which he held 
until the field turned for home; there he tired and 
dropped back beaten. Richards then moved with 
Eight Thirty and it was hammer and tongs to the 
wire. I was fearful Day Off, owned by the 
Greentree Stable, might stick it out, but Eight 
Thirty stuck to his task and helped by Richards’ 
masterly ride got up to win by a nose. Gilded 
Knight was third. Eight Thirty came out of 
this hard race none the worse for it, but I deter- 
mined to give him a rest and ask nothing more 
of him until Saratoga. 

The stable arrived at Saratoga with ninety per 
cent of its strength wrapped up in the glossy 
chestnut hide of Eight Thirty. He was as fit as 
the proverbial fiddle and rarin’ to go. He had 
four stakes engagements there and I was barring 
no man’s horse, age or sex. There was some sus- 
picion as to Johnstown’s condition; he had been 
shipped to Arlington Park and came out of the 
race with his record sadly tarnished, finishing a 
bad third behind Challedon and Sun Lover, the 
ten furlongs being run in 2:02. It was alleged 
before the race he was suffering from a wind af- 
fliction and he never ran after the Classic. It 
was said also that he had developed a quarter 
crack, ducked the issue in the Travers because of 
track conditions, and was finally retired after the 
running of the Lawrence Realization. Challedon 
apparently wanted no further part of Eight 
Thirty after the Kent Handicap—a good man 
knows when he’s beaten, and Louis Schaefer was 
a good man and a good trainer. So Challedon 
went to New England where the pickings were 
softer. It was sound strategy as after finishing 
second in the James C. Thornton Memorial Handi- 
cap under 128 pounds, the Maryland-bred 3-year- 
old, practically “earthquaked” the state of Cali- 
fornia when he whipped *Kayak II and *Sorteado 
in the Narragansett Special. Harry Richards 
came over from Saratoga to ride the winner and 
he gave William Brann’s colt the proverbial mil- 
lion-dollar ride. 

On August 2 Eight Thirty made one of a field 
of four in the Wilson Stakes at weight for age; 
his rivals were Fighting Fox, Main Man, and 
Pompoon. Mr. Widener’s colt and Gallant Fox’s 
brother closed split favorites at 2 to 1. They 
raced past the first turn and down the _ back- 
stretch with Fighting Fox in the lead, dogged by 
Eight Thirty. Round the last turn Richards 
called on Eight Thirty and he drew away and 
Fighting Fox tired badly. Pompoon made a run 
at Eight Thirty, got nowhere and subsided. Eight 
Thirty won by four lengths, and Pompoon was a 
neck in front of Main Man, which came back 
lame. Fighting Fox was last, beaten off. 

Three days later Eight Thirty started in the 
1%4-mile Saratoga Handicap under 106 pounds. 
None of his nine older opponents carried more 
than 110 pounds, so he was conceding from 5 to 
15 pounds by the scale. When The Chief (110) 
stepped to the front Don Meade rated Eight 
Thirty in second position, followed by Sickle T. 
and Masked General. The Chief was all through 
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at the end of six furlongs, and Eight Thirty went 
to the front. At this point Ronnie Nash made 
play with Sickle T.; the son of *Sickle got to 
within a head of Eight Thirty, but when Meade 
let out a wrap his mount moved away and at the 
finish was an easy winner by three lengths. 
Sickle T., Masked General, Strabo, Handcuff, 
Nedayr, Jolly Tar, and *Shangay Lily finished in 
the order named. The time was good—2:03%— 
and the value of the stakes $8,200. 

Neither Johnstown’s nor Hash’s owners wished 
to run against Eight Thirty in the Travers, and 
only Sun Lover and Sir Marlboro opposed him. 
Sir Marlboro led for six furlongs, then Richards 
sent Eight Thirty to the front and he won under 
wraps by five lengths from Sun Lover, with Sir 
Marlboro a badly beaten third and last. Original- 
ly I had no intention of starting Eight Thirty in 
the Whitney Stakes, but the race looked to be lit- 
tle better than a workout for him, so Bert saddled 
him and he went to the post opposed only by two 
of the gentler sex, Handcuff and *Shangay Lily. 
Handcuff led under sufferance—rounding the last 
turn Westrope went to the whip on her, but she 
was through at the three-sixteenths pole and 
Eight Thirty moved into the lead. A sixteenth 
out *Shangay Lily challenged but Richards was 
wide awake, and he roused Eight Thirty and went 
on to win by a length. The race netted the win- 
ner $2,750. 

Eight Thirty had undergone a strenuous cam- 
paign at Saratoga and had lightened up consid- 
erably. I determined to give him a rest and 
nothing was asked of him at Belmont Park. He 
was undergoing light work near the close of the 
Havre de Grace meeting, at which time there was 
some vague talk of a match between Eight Thirty 
and Challedon. It never got beyond the conversa- 
tional stage in the press, as one of Eight Thirty’s 
pasterns filled slightly, and I stopped him and re- 
turned him to Erdenheim for the season. 

I mentioned Thorn Apple as having finished 
third behind Star Galla and Rosetown at Belmont 
Park in May. Thorn Apple was a very attractive 
filly and while she won no stakes she managed to 
win four races, the first being at Saratoga August 
5, a maiden affair. Ten days later she won an- 
other race at Saratoga and did not earn brackets 
again until Aqueduct about the middle of Septem- 
ber, when she came down three lengths in front. 
Her fourth and last victory of the year was 
scored at Laurel, in October. Possibly her best 
race of the year was in the Matron Stakes at Bel- 
mont September 28. Breaking alertly Thorn Ap- 
ple went to the front pursued by Miss Ferdinand. 
Westrope began driving the daughter of *Bull 
Dog—Misleading and she caught Thorn Apple at 
the end of five furlongs and went on to the front, 
ultimately drawing away to win by four lengths. 
Greentree Stable’s Piquet caught Thorn Apple 
close to the finish and gained second place by half 
a length. The winner was a bay filly owned by 
Christiana Stable, the nom de course of Mrs. 
Harry Lunger, and was trained by Selby Burch. 

There was a 2-year-old chestnut colt in train- 
ing that year named Your Chance, by Chance 
Shot—Evening, by St. James, owned by Mrs. 
Widener. She generously gave me a half-interest 
in him. He was a very good-looking colt and won 
his third start at Delaware Park June 27 by five 
lengths—Pictor made his debut in this race. He 
also won at Laurel in October at a mile and 70 
yards. His best race, however, was in the Junior 
Champion in which he was beaten a nose by 
Wheatley Stable’s Merry Knight. I felt sure he 
would improve greatly at three.

Daily Trouble and others in an overnight race at Laurel and then finished second to Market Wise in 
Pimlico’s Governor Bowie Handicap in the new track record time of 2:43!; for a mile and five-eighths.

(1,318 guineas) and one mare (300 guneas). 

The chief feature of the sale, it will be observed, 
was the high average reached for 2- and 3-year- 
old fillies. This group, whether in training or not, 
has been taken out separately; the “horses in 
training” are colts, geldings, and horses. 

The 40,740 guineas received for the fillies was 
largely made up from a draft of eight fillies sub- 
mitted by Lord Derby. These realized 36,600 
guineas. Buyers almost fell over one another to 
secure them, regardless of the obvious fact that 
they were discarded as being surplus to the stud’s 
requirements—discarded, it would seem, from con- 
siderable strength. Lord Derby’s draft was cata- 
logued and sold as follows:

Of all these, only Her Grace and Chart Room 
had won, which emphasizes the fact—if emphasis 
is needed—that they were bought for their poten- 
tial value as matrons. 

The buyers, in case it may be of interest, were 
Mrs. Eastwood, who races on a modest scale and 
who, I believe, is a doctor by profession; Mr. 
Merrifield, an associate of Mr. Allnatt, who made 
the big deal in the late Lord Glanely’s bloodstock; 
Walter Easterby, who trains in the North (prob- 
ably he bought Her Grace for Lord Fitzwilliam) ; 
Fred Armstrong, ditto; Lord Fitzwilliam, a con- 
siderable buyer of bloodstock and now the owner 
of the Rockingham Stud; Martin Benson, who 
formed the Nearco syndicate; Lady Yule, who is 
taking an increasing interest in bloodstock breed-

Many more lots changed hands at 1,000 guineas 
and over, including one or two lots for export. 
I noticed the British Bloodstock Agency putting 
in several sizeable bids and securing one or two 
comparative bargains with a view to immediate 
or future export. The word “bargains,” however, 
has to be used cautiously these days; anything 
that locks as if it will race or breed seems to be 
run up into four figures in no time. 

High Sheriff, the 8,000-guinea 2-year-old, is 
destined for Brazil. I understand that Major 
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Nicoll intends to send him to the order of Senor 
Francisco Machado. He was bred by Lt. Col. 
Giles Loder, by Hyperion out of Tip the Wink 
(dam of *Fair Tip), by Tetratema out of Golden 
Silence, by Swynford out of Molly Desmond, by 
Desmond out of Pretty Polly. Winner of two 
races and placed in two more, he is a well grown, 
strongly made, quality colt, with the makings of 
a good stallion. There was some stiff competition 
for him. One firm acting for an Indian client 
seemed particularly anxious to get him and 
Senor Machado may count himself lucky to have 
secured him. He will remain in training over 
here for the time being and may presumably be 
raced for a season in Brazil before he goes to the 
stud. 

As would be expected, yearlings by the fash- 
ionable sires made the most money. An excep- 
tion was provided by the Stardust—Sister Clara 
filly, which sold for 6,600 guineas. She is, how- 
ever, a particularly charming individual, and her 
sire, a son of Hyperion, appears to be a very 
promising stallion. Moreover, her dam is a half- 
sister to Sun Chariot, which won three of our 
classics two seasons ago. 

Bois Roussel, sire of the current St. Leger win- 
ner Tehran, was represented by two yearling colts, 
which sold for 2,500 and 5,000 guineas. Fair 
Trial’s two daughters went for 4,300 and 4,700. 
The only Hyperion—a filly—sold for 3,300. Year- 
lings by Precipitation, Solario, and one by Gold 
Bridge also sold well. 

The December Sales are now booked full—the 


opening day will be December 4—and Tattersall’s. 


are already booking for an overflow sale in Jan- 
uary. These, as usual, will in the main concern 
mares and foals.
